Although most telephone users 
think of these taxes as burden 
upon the telephone company, Ma- 
son asserted that they are simply 
“nothing more than another drain 
on the average citizens’ purse.” 

“Few cost of living items,’ Ma- 
sor added, “extract such a large 
p -tion of the citizens, dollar for 
taxes as telephone service.” 

‘The problem confronting the 
telephone company, President Ma- 
son added, is accentuated by the 
fact that the House Ways and 
Means Committee currently pro- 
posed a 50 per cent reduction in 
the tax on club bills but only a 
20 per cent cut on the long dis- 
tance toll tax and 30 per cent re- 
duction on federal taxes on month- 
ly services charges, all of these 
taxes having originally been im- 
posed as war-time emergency fi- 
nancing measures. 

In another opening morning 
speech, Harold P. Huls of the Cali- 
fornia Public Utilities Commission 
told the convention, ‘Technical 
improvements are being made con. 
stantly by the Bell System and 
Independent Industries to reduce 
the cost of furnishing service or 
to improve the service without 
a commensurate increase in cost.” 

Reasons for rate increases in 
the telephone industry were ex- 
plained by Harold V. Bozell, Presi- 
dent of the United States Inde- 
pendent Telephone Association and 
of General Telephone Corporation 
in New York. 

“The telephone industry needs 
capital in unprecedented amounts,” 
said Mr. Bozell.
